Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Second  Annual 
Report  of  the  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  District  under  your 
control,  together  with  the  Statistics  required  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  also  a  Report  on  the  Administration 
of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

The  plan  of  this  Report  is  made  in  accordance  with 
the  suggestions  contained  in  the  memorandum  issued  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  but 
some  sections  are  more  particularly  dealt  with  by  your  Surveyor 
in  a  Report  appended  to  this;  as  they  are  treat  of  the  work 
with  which  he  has  been  intimately  concerned  throughout  the

(A)  the  natural  and  social  conditions  of 

THE  DISTRICT. 

Area  and  Population : — The  Rural  District  of  Macclesfield  is 
situated  in  the  East  of  the  County  of  Chester,  and  adjoins  Derbyshire 
on  the  East  and  Staffordshire  on  the  South  East  and  South. 
It  consists  of  79,495  acres  and  surrounds  the  Borough  of  Macc¬ 
lesfield  and  the  Urban  District  of  Bollington,  its  diameter  being 
about  15  miles.  It  is  largely  drained  by  the  Rivers  Boltin  and 
Dean  which  run  through  it  in  a  northerly  direction,  and  by 
the  Goyt  and  the  Dane  which  respectively  form  part  of  the 
Eastern  and  the  Southern  boundaries.  The  District  is  divided 
naturally  into  a  hilly  eastern  portion  and  a  lowland  western 
portion,  this  district  corresponding  with  a  geological  “fault" 
running  almost  directly  north  and  south  through  the  district  in 
a  line  indicated  fairly  accurately  by  the  direction  taken  by  the 
Great  Central  and  the  North  Stafford  Railways.  East  of  this 
fracture,  the  physical  features  contrast  very  strongly  with  those 
on  the  western  aspect.  On  the  eastern  side  are  lofty  hills  rising 
nearly  1,600  feet  above  the  sea  level,  and  in  many  parts  con¬ 
sisting  of  barren  moorlands  suitable  only  for  grazing  ;  while  ou 
the  west  the  district  is  well  wooded  and  capable  of  being  highly 
cultivated.  The  London  and  North  Western,  the  North 
Stafford,  and  the  Great  Central  Railways  traverse  the  district,  as 
also  does  the  Macclesfield  Canal. 

The  Rural  District  consists  of  thirty-seven  townships  which 
are  grouped  into  five  registration  Sub-districts  as  follows  :  — 

1,  Alderley  having  an  area  of  13,600  acres  and  an 
estimated  population  of  8,568.  It  comprises  the  Townships  of 
Alderley  Nether,  Alderley  Over,  Birtles,  Capesthorne,  Chelford, 
Chorley,  Snelson,  Warford  Great,  Withington  Lower,  and 
Within gton  Old. 


2.  Bolling  ton  with  an  area  of  7,(>17  acres  and  an  esti¬ 
mated  population  of  1,860,  includes  Hurdsfield,  Lyme,  Handley, 
Pott  Shrigley  and  Tytherington. 

8.  Gawsworth  which  has  an  area  of  80,987  acres  and 
an  estimated  population  of  4,259.  It  includes  the  Townships  of 
Bosley,  Eaton,  Gawsworth,  Henbury,  Marton,  North  Rode,  Bid* 
dington,  Sutton,  Wildboarclough  and  Wincle. 

4.  Prestbury  with  an  area  of  18,667  acres  and  an 
estimated  population  of  5,808,  includes  Adlington,  B utley, 
Fallibroome,  Mottram- St- Andrew,  Newton,  Poynton-with- Worth, 
Prestbury,  Upton  and  Woodford. 

5.  Rainoiv  having  an  area  of  14,274  acres  and  an 
estimated  population  of  2,840.  It  comprises  the  Townships  of 
Kettleshulme,  Macclesfield  Forest,  Rainow  and  Taxal. 

The  population  of  the  district  at  the  last  Census  of  1911 
was  16,629  and  the  estimated  population  to  the  middle  of  1918 
is  16,885,  the  great  majority  of  whom  are  engaged  in  dairy 
farming.  The  larger  portion  of  the  milk  produced  is  supplied 
to  the  neighbouring  towns  and  to  Manchester,  while  the  remainder 
is  manufactured  into  Cheshire  cheese.  The  other  principal 
industries  are  quarrying,  coalmining  and  silk  printing.  Some 
of  the  male  inhabitants  find  employment  in  adjacent  districts 
as  calico  printers  and  cotton  spinners,  a  few  of  the  women  being 
engaged  in  felt  hat  trimming  and  the  making  of  blouses  and 
shirts. 

It  cannot  be  said  that  any  of  these  occupations  has  a 
effect  upon  the  health  of  those  employed. 

(B)  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water  Supply : — Details  of  the  year’s  work  will  he  found 
in  Surveyor’s  Report.  As  will  be  noted,  the  main  features  are 


the  additional  supply  to  Rainow  and  the  provision  of  a  satis¬ 
factory  and  independent  supply  for  the  Township  of  Taxal. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage: — The  scheme  dealing  with  sewering 
and  the  treatment  of  the  sewage  of  Chelford  has  been  carried 
out  during  the  year  and  the  joint  sewer  for  houses  on  the 
Alderley  Edge  boundary  has  also  been  completed.  The  sewering 
of  Taxal  is  at  present  being  dealt  with 

Scavenging: — No  provision  is  made  for  the  removal  of 
house  refuse  or  the  cleansing  of  earth-closets,  privies,  cess¬ 
pools  &c.,  such  work  being  carried  out  privately.  In  three 
Townships  public  tips  have  been  provided  during  the  year. 

Sanitary  Inspections  of  District : — Systematic  inspections  of  the 
district  have  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year  and  appended 
is  a  tabular  statement  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  number 
and  the  nature  of  the  inspections  made  by  him. 

Pi  * emises  and  Occupations  which  are  controlled  by  Bye-laws 
and  Regulations  : — There  are  no  common  lodging-houses  or  under¬ 
ground  sleeping  rooms  in  the  district.  Two  sets  of  premises  are 
now  engaged  in  carrying  on  Offensive  Trades;  (1)  that  in  the 
township  of  Gaws  worth  which  has  long  been  in  use  as  a  Knackers’ 
Yard  and  for  Bone-boiling,  and  (2)  a  recently  opened  gutscraping 
establishment  in  the  township  of  Tytherington,  concerning  which 
complaints  were  made  by  householders  within  the  Borough  of 
Macclesfield  who  lived  near.  Since  suggestions  regarding  structural 
alterations  of  the  premises  and  the  mode  of  treatment  of  the 
refuse  have  been  acted  up  no  further  nuisance  has  been  com¬ 
plained  of. 

Food  (1)  Milk  Supply— The  supervision  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  has 
been  diligently  performed  and  294  inspections  have  been 


made  during  the  year.  Thirteen  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the 
udder  in  cows  were  detected  in  the  district  by  the  Manchester 
Health  Authorities.  In  each  case  the  cow  was  slaughtered, 
permission  being  given  for  the  sale  of  the  carcase  where  it 
conformed  to  the  Local  Governments  Board’s  requirements. 
Where  defects  in  the  cowsheds  were  found  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  County  on  his  inspection,  the  owners  were 
notified  in  order  that  the  work  might  be  carried  out. 

(2)  Other  Foods:—  No  unsound  food  has  been  seized  during  the 
year  and  no  action  has  been  called  for  in  regard  to  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Slaughter-houses  or  Bake-houses  within  the 
district. 

Housing  : — The  work  of  inspecting  the  houses  of  the  district 
for  the  purposes  of  Section  17  of  the  Housing  and  Town 
Planning  Act,  1909  has  been  steadily  carried  on  throughout  the 
year,  898  such  inspections  having  been  made.  No  houses  were 
considered  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  no  Closing  Orders 
were  necessary.  One  case  of  overcrowding  which  was  being 
dealt  with  in  1912  was  abated  by  a  member  of  the  family 
emigrating ;  and  another  case  discovered  at  the  end  of  this  year 
where  a  family  consisting  of  father,  mother  and  seven  children 
were  found  occupying  two  bedrooms  is  being  remedied. 

During  the  year  the  plans  for  28  new  working  class  dwellings 
were  submitted  and  approved  and  the  work  is  now  proceeding. 
In  all  such  cases  due  supervision  of  the  work  of  construction 
is  maintained  by  the  Surveyor. 

Workshops ,  Workplaces  Sfc.  : — 'these  have  received  regular 
inspection  throughout  the  year  and  the  special  Tables  with 
details  required  by  the  Home  Office  is  appended  to  this  report. 
Lists  of  outworkers  are  received  from  those  whose  duty  it  is  to,

send  them.  No  cases  of  overcrowding  or  of  insanitary  conditions 
were  discovered  in  the  homes  of  these  outworkers,  nor  did  any 
notifiable  infectious  disease  occur  in  connection  with  them. 

(C)  SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Much  of  the  detailed  work  connected  with  sanitary 
administration  will  be  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report 
appended  to  this. 

The  Hospital  accommodation  available  for  infectious  diseases 
consists  of: — (1)  a  cottage  at  Greenway,  Sutton,  which  provides 
two  beds  for  smallpox,  and  (2)  14  beds  for  other  infectious 
diseases  at  the  Macclesfield  Corporation  Isolation  Hospital  on 
the  Moss. 

As  no  cases  of  smallpox  have  occurred  in  the  district,  the 
Green  way  Hospital  has  remained  unopened.  The  beds  reserved 
at  the  Corporation  Hospital  have  proved  sufficient  for  all  require¬ 
ments,  8  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  81  of  Scarlet  Fever  having- 
been  treated  there  during  the  year. 

The  arrangements  made  in  1912  with  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  for  the  bacteriological  examination  have  resulted  in 
16  specimens  being  submitted  during  the  year,  II  being  suspected 
Diphtheria  and  5  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  Of  the  former  5 
were  positive,  and  of  the  latter,  one. 

(D)  PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  ACUTE 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  89  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified. 
These  were  as  follows : —

This  shows  a  marked  decrease  as  compared  with  1912, 
especially  in  regard  to  Scarlet  Fever,  80  cases  being  notified  in 
that  year. 

(«)  Diphtheria  : — There  has  unfortunately  been  a  large  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  throughout  the  year  and 
four  deaths  are  attributable  to  this  cause.  The  majority  of  the 
cases  occurred  in  Poynton.  In  most  of  the  cases  it  has  been 
found  practically  impossible  to  trace  the  source  of  the  infection, 
and  as  they  are  spread  over  a  wide  period  of  time  the  only 
probable  conclusion  is  that  some  of  these  cases — after  apparent 
recovery — acted  the  part  of  “carriers,”  and  thus  disseminated 
the  disease. 

The  following  table  shows  the  incidence  of  the  disease  upon 
the  various  townships  and  its  prevalence  throughout  the  year. 
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(bj  Scarlet  Fever: — There  is  a  gratifying  decrease  in  the 
number  of  cases  as  compared  with  1912 — 45  only  being  notified 
as  against  90.  These  cases  occurred  at  irregular  intervals  through¬ 
out  the  year  in  widely  separated  townships  and  as  a  rule  showed 
no  causal  relationship  one  with  another.  The  incidence  of  this 
disease  will  be  seen  as  it  affected  the  various  townships  from  the 
following  table. 


SCARLET  FEVER  NOTIFICATIONS,  1913. 
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f cj  Puerperal  Fever  .•—Two  cases  of  this  disease  were 
reported  and  unfortunately  one  woman  died.  She  was  not 
attended  during  her  puerperium,  by  a  qualified  midwife  but  only 
by  an  untrained  woman  who  lived  near  at  hand. 

fd)  Acute  Poliomyelitis : — One  case  of  this  disease  was 
notified  from  Great  Warford.  It  was  originally  stated  to  be 
case  of  Cerebro- Spinal  Fever,  but  after  a  lumbar  puncture  had 
been  made,  this  notification  was  withdrawn,  and  one  of  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  substituted.  The  patient — a  girl  of  10  years — came 
to  Great  Warford  on  Friday,  the  24th  October,  1913,  from  her 
home  in  Disley  Rural  District  where  already  two  of  her  sisters 
aged  2  and  years  respectively — had  been  suffering  from  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  in  a  mild  form  On  the  day  following  her  arrival 
she  was  seized  with  an  illness  resembling  Influenza  with  a  rise  of 
temperature,  injected  pharynx,  headache,  extreme  drowsiness  and 
weakness.  Slight  tenderness  in  one  knee-joint  was  noticed  next 
morning  and  later  that  day  the  child  complained  that  her  legs 
felt  heavy.  On  the  third  day  of  the  disease  there  was  distinct 
paralysis  of  both  legs  with  great  tenderness  in  the  back  of  the 
neck,  spine,  abdomen  and  legs,  accompanied  by  retraction  of  the 
head.  Gradually  all  the  limbs  became  involved  in  the  paralysis 
and  there  was  also  incontinence  of  urine  and  faeces.  On  the 
Gth  day  of  the  illness  a  lumbar  puncture  was  made  but  no  cells 
or  Diplococcus  Intracellularis  were  detected  microscopically — the 
fluid  being  quite  clear.  Subsequently  the  acute  symptoms 
gradually  subsided.  The  left  arm — the  last  and  least  affected — 
speedily  regained  complete  power.  The  right  arm  recovered 
except  for  marked  weakness  of  the  deltoid  and  triceps  muscles. 
The  muscles  most  affected  in  the  legs  were  the  quadriceps  extensors 
— the  left  suffering  more  than  the  right.  When  the  child  left 
this  district  on  the  24th  November,  she  was  still  unable  to  sit 
up  in  bed,  and  had  very  little  movement  of  the  legs,  but  her 
condition  has  subsequently  improved.  During  the  course  of  the 
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illness  the  patient  was  rigorously  isolated  and  the  other  children 
of  the  household  were  removed.  Due  precautions  were  observed 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection,  particular  care  being  exercised 
in  regard  to  the  naso-pharyngeal  secretions.  On  the  termination 
of  the  illness  thorough  disinfection  was  effected,  some  of  the  bed¬ 
ding  used  being  burned,  and  the  rest  together  with  personal  clothing 
etc.,  being  disinfected  by  steam.  The  room  was  sprayed  by  means 
of  formaldehyde. 

(ej  Cerebro- Spinal  Fever: — Although  no  case  of  this  disease 
was  actually  notified  as  occurring  in  this  district,  a  notification 
was  transferred  on  26th  December,  1913,  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  City  of  Manchester  of  such  a  case, — then  in 
the  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary— which  had  been  sent  there  from 
the  Sandlebridge  School  for  Mentally  Deficient  Children,  and  which 
may  therefore  legitimately  be  considered  as  belonging  to  this 
district.  The  patient— aged  18  years— a  male  inmate  of  the 
Sandlebridge  School — had  suffered  about  a  fortnight  before  the 
onset  of  his  illness  from  a  fall  upon  his  back  and  some  days 
subsequent  to  this  had  been  bitten  upon  the  left  arm  by  a  horse, 
the  bite  causing  a  septic  wound.  On  the  10th  December  his 
illness  began  with  a  violent  convulsion,  followed  by  vomiting 
which  lasted  48  hours.  The  next  day  there  was  marked  retraction 
of  the  head  and  distinct  paresis  of  the  left  leg  affecting  especially 
the  extensor  tendons.  The  Knee-jerks  were  exaggerated  and 
Babinski’s  sign  was  present.  The  pulse  was  slow — about  50  per 
minute — and  there  was  no  rise  of  the  temperature.  There  was 
tenderness  along  the  spine  and  the  back  of  the  legs.  On  tho 
16th  December  the  patient  was  removed  to  the  Manchester  Royal 
Infirmary  where  he  died  on  30th  December,  from  Cerebro 
Spinal  Fever  and  Basal  Haemorrhage. 

It  was  found  on  receipt  of  the  notification  that 
disinfection  had  already  been  carried  out  as  far  as  possible 
by  the  school  authorities,  who  had  burnt  some  of  the 
bedding  and  treated  the  clothing  by  means  of  boiling  water. 
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The  room  however  was  sprayed  with  formaldehyde  vapour  by  the 
Inspector  and  disinfectants  were  provided  for  the  thorough 
cleansing  of  floors,  furniture  &c. 

(For  many  of  the  details  regarding  this  and  the  previous 
case  above  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  Dr.  Mcllraith,  the  Medical 
Officer  to  the  Sandlebridge  Schools.) 

(/)  Throughout  the  year  severe  outbreaks  of  Whooping- 
Cough  have  occurred  in  various  townships,  necessitating  the 
closure  of  Nether  Alderley,  Bosley,  Gawsworth,  Mottram-St-Andrew, 
Adlington  and  Poynton  Schools.  Measles  has  been  much  less 
prevalent  than  during  the  previous  year,  two  Schools  only  being 
closed  on  this  account — Macclesfield  Forest  and  North  Bode. 
The  latter  and  also  Mottram-St-Andrew  had  to  be  closed  on 
account  of  Chickenpox  ;  the  School  at  Prestbmy  being  also  closed 
owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Chicken  Pox  among  the  children. 

Disinfection  / — A  uniform  method  of  disinfection  has  now 
been  adopted  in  all  cases  of  infectious  disease.  On  the  termination 
of  a  case  or  on  removal  to  hospital,  all  articles  of  bedding  and 
personal  clothing  which  cannot  be  treated  readily  at  home  are 
disinfected  by  steam  at  the  Macclesfield  Corporation  Hospital. 
Such  articles  as  can  be  washed  are  soaked  in  liquid  disinfectant, 
and,  if  possible,  boiled.  The  room  occupied  by  the  patient  is 
disinfected  by  the  Inspector  by  means  of  Formaldehyde  vapour, 
and  a  thorough  scrubbing  of  the  floor  and  the  surfaces  is  insisted 
upon,  and  the  room  well  flushed  with  fresh  air  before  being 
reoccupied. 

(E)  PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OF 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Five  cases  of  the  pulmonary  form  of  this 
disease  were  notified  during  the  year — 4  males  and 
1  female — and  since  the  coming  into  operation 
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on  the  1st  February,  1918,  of  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations  of 
19th  December,  1912,  9  cases — 6  males  and  8  females — of  non- 
pulmonary  Tuberculosis  have  been  notified.  Of  the  latter,  the 
parts  affected  in  each  case  were  :: —

Four  of  these  had  been  under  treatment  in  hospital  and 
had  practically  recovered  from  their  illness  at  the  time  of 
inspection. 

One  case  of  pulmonary  tubeiculosis  and  one  of  the  non- 
pulmonary  variety  were  in  persons  belonging  to  other  places,  who 
had  taken  up  their  residence  in  this  district  on  account  of  their 
condition. 

Each  of  these  cases  has  been  investigated  by  myself  on 
receipt  of  the  primary  notifications  ;  subsequent  visits  being  paid 
where  found  necessary.  Printed  and  verbal  instructions  have 
been  given  as  to  the  means  to  be  used  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  infection.  In  each  case  of  the  pulmonary  disease,  the 
patient  was  occupying  a  separate  bedroom,  and  was  exercising 
due  care  in  the  destruction  of  the  sputum. 

The  arrangements  for  the  detection  of  unrecognised  cases 
and  for  the  utilization  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  or  nurses  have  so 
far  been  left  to  the  County  Council  Authorities,  who  are  also 
concerned  in  provision  of  Sanatoria  and  Dispensaries. 


Disinfectants  are  supplied  by  tlie  Rural  District  Council, 
but  no  provision  is  made  for  the  supply  of  sputum  flasks,  paper 
pocket  hankerchiefs,  extra  nutriment,  &c.  During  the  year,  a 
resolution  was  passed  by  the  Council  empowering  me  to  buy  a 
movable  shelter  suitable  for  cases  of  Tuberculosis.  Owing  to  the 
difficulty  of  storage  when  not  in  use,  and  to  the  fact  that  in  none 
of  the  cases  notified  was  a  shelter  considered  desirable,  this  has 
not  yet  been  purchased  ;  but  it  will  be  immediately  provided, 
should  the  necessity  arise  for  its  use.  It  may  be  pointed  out  that 
the  experience  of  neighbouring  districts,  where  such  shelters  have 
been  provided,  has  shown  that  a  careful  discrimination  in  the 
selection  of  cases  is  extremely  necessary,  and  that  where  no 
provision  is  made  for  the  proper  nursing  of  these  cases,  the 
patients  are  liable  to  suffer  rather  than  benefit  from  the  treatment. 

(F)  MEANS  FOR  PREVENTING  MORTALITY  IN 

CHILD-BIRTH  AND  IN  INFANCY. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  was  18 — two  of  these  being  of  illegitimate  children. 
For  the  preceding  ten  years,  the  numbers  were  respectively  :  — 20, 
84,  34,  28,  29,  29,  18,  22,  19,  and  22.  The  deaths  under  one 
year  show  a  death-rate  of  G 1  *02  per  1,000  births,  as  compared 
with  75*08  in  1912.  Whooping  Cough  is  accountable  for  the 
deaths  of  6  infants,  once  more  demonstrating  the  extremely 
fatal  character  of  this  disease  in  children  under  one  year  of  age. 
Six  deaths  resulted  from  prematuie  birth  or  allied  conditions,  and 
one  each  is  credited  to  diarrhoea  and  enteritis. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  1907,  is  not  in  force  in  the 
district,  but  for  many  reasons  its  adoption  is  to  be  recommended, 
especially  in  view  of  the  Public  Health  (Ophthalmia  Neantorium) 
Regulations  coming  into  force  shortly,  and  in  order  that  an 
accurate  account  of  still  births  may  thus  be  obtained — no 
information  whatever  regarding  these  being  available. 
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(Gr)  VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Births  : — The  Births  registered  in  this  district  during  1913 
numbered  292,  to  which  must  be  added  3  births  transferred  from 
other  districts,  making  a  total  of  295.  The  registered  births 
were  distributed  as  follows  : —

practically  the  same  as  last  year.  The  number  of  illegitimate 
births  was  16 — 9  males  and  9  females— -which  is  5*4  per  cent,  of 
the  total  births. 

Deaths  ; — The  gross  total  number  of  deaths  registered 
within  the  district  during  19)3  was  161,  from  which  4  deaths  of 
non-residents  have  to  be  deducted,  and  to  which  25  deaths  of 
residents — not  registered  in  the  district— have  to  be  added,  thus 
giving  a  total  nett  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  of  182.  The 
death-rate  calculated  upon  the  estimated  population  at  the  middle 
of  the  year  is  10*81  per  1,000  per  annum,  which  is  1*61  lower 
than  the  corresponding  rate  last  year.

In  comparing  the  deaths  from  infectious  disease  with 
the  figures  for  last  year,  we  find  that  8  deaths  were  attributable 
to  Whooping  Cough,  4  to  Diphtheria,  1  to  Scarlet  Fever— a 
total  of  18  against  4  last  year. 

There  were  5  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Consumption  as  compared 
with  8  for  the  previous  year,  Other  Tubercular  Diseases  giving 
4  deaths  against  3.  A  slight  increase  is  shown  in  the  incidence 
of  Cancer,  28  deaths  against  21.  It  is  a  disease  of  later  life,  13 
of  the  deaths  occurring  in  people  over  65  years  of  age. 

Organic  Heart  Disease  is  assigned  as  the  cause  of  death 
in  32  cases,  of  which  29  are  in  people  over  45  years  of  age. 
Hitherto  no  separate  entry  has  been  made  for  this  disease.

The  only  other  matter  which  calls  for  comment  in 
connection  with  these  statistics  is  the  small  number  of  deaths 
attributed  to  Diseases  Ill-defined  or  unknown  in  Table  III 
appended.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  in  accordance 
with  the  directions  issued  in  the  Manual  of  the  International 
List  of  cases  of  Deaths,  such  conditions  as  Cerebral  Haemorrhage 
or  Senile  Decay  are  now  classified  among  the  Defined  Diseases. 
Previously,  as  these  conditions  may  arise  from  various  causes, 
I  had  included  them  under  the  group  of  Diseases  Ill-defined.

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  Report  on  the 
administration,  in  which  I  have  taken  part,  of  the  Public 
Health  and  other  Acts  within  your  district  during  the  year  1913. 

The  Tabular  Statement  on  page  30  has  been  prepared  for 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

WATER  WORKS. 

Twenty-one  houses  were  newly  supplied  from  the  Council’s 
Water  Undertakings.  The  number  of  houses  now  so  supplied

In  Poynton  4  additional  houses  were  supplied  from  Lord 
Vernon's  water  mains,  making  a  total  of  563. 

In  Chorley  43  houses,  and  in  Great  Warford  26  houses, 
a  convalescent  Home  for  a  Manchester  Hospital,  and  a  number 
of  residential  Schools  are  supplied  from  the  Stockport 
Corporation’s  water  mains. 

In  Eaton  29  houses  are  supplied  from  the  waterworks  of 
the  adjoining  Urban  District  of  Buglawton. 


In  Hurdsfield  80  houses  are  supplied  from  waterworks 
owned  by  Colonel  Brockleliursfc. 

In  Sutton  104  houses  are  supplied  from  waterworks 
owned  by  Mr.  Whiston. 

The  water  mains  owned  by  Mr  Allen,  in  the  Township 
of  Rainow  were  extended  1,300  yards.  Forty-one  houses 
are  now  being  supplied  from  these  new  mains,  making  a 
total  of  95  houses  supplied  by  his  works. 

Fourteen  houses  in  the  Townships  of  Butley,  Rainow  and 
Tytheringfcon,  which  are  indifferently  supplied  with  water  are 
in  close  proximity  to  the  water  mains  of  the  Bollington  Urban 
District  Council.  Negotiations  are  in  progress  between  the 
two  Councils  for  a  supply  from  the  mains  to  these  houses. 

Four  new  pump  wells  were  sunk,  and  13  others  were 
repaired,  deepened,  or  otherwise  improved. 

The  Local  Government  Board’s  sanction  to  a  loan,  where¬ 
with  to  lay  the  2^  miles  of  water  mains  in  the  Township  of 
Taxal,  was  received,  and  steps  were  at  once  taken  to  execute 
the  work  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  The  mains  were 
completed  and  tested  by  the  end  of  June.  On  the  1 0th  of  July 
the  sluice-valve  controlling  the  supply  from  Chapel-en-le-Frith 
Rural  District  Council  was  closed,  and  it  has  not  since  been 
opened.  During  the  whole  of  the  subsequent  long  continued 
drought  the  larger  of  the  newly  acquire  1  springs  sufficed  by 
itself  to  maintain  an  uninterrupted  supply  to  all  the  houses 
without  a  service  reservoir.  The  Chapel-en-le-Firth  supply 
failed  to  satisfactorily  meet  their  own  requirements.  Had 
Taxal  continued  to  be  dependent  on  it,  the  situation  would 
have  been  very  serious.  The  two  service  reservoirs,  which  are 
part  of  the  Scheme  approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board, 
are  to  be  constructed  during  the  current  year. 


Eleven  samples  of  water  were  analysed  chemically,  six 
of  which  were  reported  as  being  in  some  degree  unsafe  for 
domestic  use.  In  each  of  these  cases  the  occupier  was  at  once 
warned  of  the  danger  attending  the  use  of  it,  and  steps  were 
taken  to  either  improve  the  supply  or  provide  another  one- 
One  sample  was  examined  bacteriologically,  and  was  reported 
to  afford  no  evidence  of  pollution.  A  case  of  lead  poisoning 
occurred  in  a  man  living  at  a  small  farm,  the  water  supply 
to  which  was  conveyed  through  230  yards  of  lead  pipe  from 
a  spring  well.  A  sample  of  the  water  was  certified  by  the 
Analysts  to  contain  lead  to  the  extent  of  1.7  grains  per  gallon. 
The  use  of  this  supply  was  at  once  discontinued. 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

At  Nether  Alderley  a  sewer  was  laid  conjointly  with  the 
Alderley  Edge  Urban  District  Council  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  houses,  some  of  which  are  in  the  Urban  District  and  others 
in  the  Rural  District.  The  sewage  from  those  in  the  Rural 
District  is  treated  bv  the  Urban  District  Council  under 
agreement. 

At  Chelford  1 ,4G9  yards  of  new  sewers  were  laid,  and 
provisions  was  made  for  treating  the  sewage  conveyed  by  them. 
The  houses  to  which  the  sewers  are  available  are  now  being 
re-drained  to  the  new  sewers. 

At  Taxal,  one  of  the  constituents  of  the  Whaley  Bridge 
Joint  Sewerage  District,  a  start  was  made  with  the  construction 
of  sewers,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  450  yards  of  those 
required  had  been  laid. 

The  Woodford  sewers  were  extended  492  yards  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  houses  about  to  be  built  in  Bramhall  Road. 

Fourteen  additional  houses  were  drained  into  sewers  which

discharge  by  agreement  into  the  outfall  sewers  of  the  Macc¬ 
lesfield  Corporation.

HOUSING. 

The  Tabular  Statement  for  the  County  Council  summarises 
the  work  under  this  heading.  The  1,637  general  Inspections 
of  Dwelling  Houses  include  898  which  were  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Records  required  by  Article  III  of  the  Housing 
(Inspection  of  District)  Regulations  1910.  This  new  series  0|s 
records  now  includes  2,525  houses.  It  will  be  noticed  that 
defective  roofs  and  eaves-gutters,  damp  walls  and  floors,  and 
means  of  ventilation  of  sleeping-rooms  have  again  occupied  a 
good  deal  of  attention.  All  the  work  of  repairs  and  renovation 
was  accomplished  without  legal  proceedings  and  without  a 
Closing  Order. 

Forty-four  sets  of  plans  of  proposed  New  Buildings  were 
deposited  and  approved.  These  provided  for-inter  alia-36 
dwelling-houses  including  28  Working  Class  houses. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

Of  Milk-shops  we  have  not  any.  The  Register  of  Dairies 
and  Cowsheds  contains  after  correction  the  names  of  106  persons. 
The  buildings  at  288  Farms  were  inspected.  Structural 
improvements  were  made  at  14.  Cleanliness  and  limewashing 
were  usually  satisfactory. 

Notices  under  the  Tuberculosis  (Cattle)  Order,  1918,  were 
received  with  respect  to  26  animals,  which  were  afterwards 
slaughtered  or  certified  free  from  disease. 


The  9  private  slaughter-houses  were  visited  periodically, 
and  were  found  in  good  order  structurally  and  well  kept. 

In  the  Townships  of  Rainow,  Sutton  and  Woodford,  public 
Tips  were  arranged  to  enable  householders  to  (more  easily 
dispose)  of  ashes  and  other  house  refuse. 

The  one  old-established  Offensive  Trade, — the  Bone-Works, 
was  not  the  subject  of  any  complaint.  The  premises  were 
visited  periodically.  Precautions  are  taken  to  reduce  the 
objectionable  features  as  much  as  possible. 

A  new  Offensive  Trade — Gut-scraping — -was  established 
in  the  Township  of  Tytherington,  close  to  the  Borough  of 
Macclesfield.  At  first  strong  complaints  were  received,  and  an 
effort  was  made  to  remove  it.  In  this  the  assistance  of  the 
Corporation  was  sought,  but  was  not  forthcoming,  and  the  effort 
failed-  The  process  is  better  managed  now,  and  no  complaint 
has  been  received  in*  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

Fourteen  Canal  Boats  were  inspected.  The  condition  of 
them,  both  structurally  and  as  regards  cleanliness  was  satis¬ 
factory.  They  were  registered  for  48  adults,  and  they  carried 
27  men  only.  No  woman  or  child  was  carried  on  any  of  them. 
No  infringement  of  the  Acts  or  Regulatious  was  met  with, 
nor  was  any  case  of  infectious  disease  detected  on  any  of 
the  boats.
